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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable over the closest prior art to Thoma et al. (US 5569523) and Sugita et al. (US 5534324). 
Thoma and Sugita fail to teach or suggest a digital storage medium having a first tiled magnetic 
layer and second tilted magnetic layer wherein one of the magnetic layers is a longitudinal 
magnetic layer and the other is a perpendicular magnetic layer. Furthermore, neither of the 
references teaches or suggests a motivation to add an interlayer in between first and second tilted 
magnetic layers. 

It is noted that the information disclosure statement filed 1 1/14/05 has been fully 
considered and an initialed copy is included with this communication. None of the references 
cited therein teach or suggest the above noted features of the claimed invention.
